FARMER’S COLUMN.-

writing about Fall irrigation after our

going to do.

many of you farmers practice 
if 
Lethbridge district and other irrigated 


irrigation? Very few, any. 


areas follow this practice. why not the 
Western Irrigation District? 

The natural question in your mind 
therefore, is what are the benefits to 


be gained by fall irrigation? It helps 


to maintain the moisture content of 
the soil and if soil is moist and fall 
cultivation is done to help control 


weeds, the soil tends to be lumpy and 
thus avoid soil blowing. Fali irrigation 
increases the yield the following year. 
Do 


not apply water too heavily and 


sdturate your soil. If correctly done, 
a uniform germination can be expect- 
ed. 

Apply fall irrigation early. this 
way the needed moisture is available 
for 


In 


the bacteria when breaking down 
humus into plant food. Another ad- 
vantage is that weed seeds are germ- 
inated and are killed by the winter 
first. 
winter annuals like mustards or stink- 
weed. 

If you fall irrigate forage crops ana 
a heavier growth takes 
place, thus giving you stronger 
plant to go through the winter. Some 
farmers irrigate their hay fields early 
in the spring, others do not. For those 
that do not find time to spring irri- 
gate why not plan to do it thts fall 
and give your hay fields the care they 
require.

Honey 
Extracting 


The Provincial Apiarist for Alberta 
W. G. le Maistre, advises beekeepers 
that the bulk of honey should be ex- 
tracted from their hives by the end 
of August. Some honey granulates a 
few weeks after being stored by the 
colony and all honey is difficult to 
extract and strain in cold weather. 

Supers that have been extracted are 
given back to the colony to be cleaned 
out by the bees and made ready for 
storing over winter. 

Two or three combs of honey should 
always be saved to provide feed for 


jeach colony next year.
